Gun-toting teens spray car with bullets 


Victims 
shot and 
terrorized

Ricky Griswold-Rushlow, age 19, 
and Vincent Bearinger, age 20, may 
spend many of their early adult years 
in prison. Both men have been bound 
over by Judge Brian Oakley on at¬ 
tempted murder, and felony firearm. 

Romulus police were called to the 
scene of a shooting on the afternoon 
of July 14 at approximately 7:00 p.m. 
Rushlow and Bearinger allegedly 
fired several shots into the pickup 
truck of Lee Estes, age 25. Also in the 
vehicle at that time, a fifteen year old 
girl, a friend of all three men. 

According to a report filed by Sgt. 
Kapelanski of the Romulus PD, Estes 
encounter with the two men began af¬ 
ter he attempted to follow them to try 
and write down a license plate num¬ 
ber. It is believed that the two may 
have been involved in an accident ear¬ 
lier in the day, causing damage to an¬ 
other vehicle. 

The report also indicates that both 
men had been drinking heavily, and 
residents were concerned that they 
were operating a motor vehicle under 
those conditions. 

Estes, along with the 15-year-old 
passenger, followed Bearinger and 
Rushlow for approximately 3 miles to 
the comer of Beverly and Inkster 
Road. At that time, Bearinger applied 
the brakes, causing Estes to have to 
swerve around him to avoid hitting 
him. Trying to go around them, Estes 
testified that Bearinger pulled a gun, 
aimed it out the window and began 
shooting. 

The bullet entered Estes’ car 
through the passenger side window, 
hitting Estes in the arm. “I saw Ricky 
getting out of the car with a gun to fin¬ 
ish me off, so I made a left turn into a 
parking lot,” said Estes. Pushing his 
passenger to the floor of the vehicle, 
Estes noticed the two men coming at 
him through the parking lot. “I heard 
three shots before I blacked out for a 
minute,” said Estes. 

Estes then took off at a high rate of 
speed to get away from the two men, 
managing to get to a friend’s house 
who then called Romulus police and 
took Estes to a nearby hospital. He 
was then transferred to the University 
of Michigan Hospital due to the seri¬ 
ous nature of his injury. 

Testimony from the young girl 
who had been the passenger in Estes' 


vehicle indicated that the first gunshot 
had passed so close to her head that 
the heat from the bullet burned her a 
little. So upset at one point that she 
had to pause in her testimony, the girl 
then went on to indicate that she was 
afraid they were going to kill her. “I 
knew Vincey, I couldn’t believe he 
was trying to hurt me,” she said. 

Apparently the two men had 
stolen the weapon used in the shoot¬ 
ing from Rushlow’s grandfather, 
Charles Garrett. Testimony from 
Garrett indicated that the gun had 
been reported as stolen on July 15th, 
when he noticed the weapon missing 
from a case he kept it in. The 
weapon, a 9 millimeter blue steel se¬ 
mi-automatic had been kept in an up¬ 
stairs room. Garrett identified the gun 
now in the custody of Romulus po-

lice as being his gun. 

Prosecutor Maria Petito asked 
Oakley to bind over the defendants as 
charged. Indicating facts in evidence

to support the charges, Oakley bound 
both men over. They were then re¬ 
turned to the Wayne County Jail, 
pending trial.

Sex victim’s testimony binds cop over

Judge Brian Oakley of the 34th 
District Court has bound over the 
Inkster police officer who has been ac¬ 
cused of letting a Romulus woman out 
of possible arrest in exchange for sex, 
for trial. 

Preliminary exam was held in the 
case last Wednesday, at which testimo¬ 
ny was given by Khianna Nicole Caleb 
about her June 21 encounter with Offi¬ 
cer Steven Yagilea of the Inkster police 
department 

Witnesses to erratic driving by 
Caleb through Dearborn into Inkster, 
had called Inkster police to notify them 
that Caleb appeared to be intoxicated 
Following her until officers arrived, 
Dearborn resident Leo Skudlarek, age 
17, testified that Caleb was weaving 
back and forth across road lanes, accel¬ 
erating, decelerating, and appeared to 
have a hard time controlling her vehi¬ 
cle. 

Concerned that she could hurt 
someone, Skudlarek notified police. 
He continued to follow her until she 
was pulled over at Glenwood and Hen¬ 
ry Ruff in Inkster, at which time Yag¬ 
ilea informed Skudlarek he could 
leave. Skudlarek left without leaving 
contact information with Yagilea, who 
did not ask for it Skudlarek testified 
that he was very concerned about that 
and about the fact that the officer told 
him that Caleb was driving that way 
because her car was overheating. 

At that time another Inkster officer 
arrived to assist Yagilea. Officer Jef¬ 


frey Falkenstien, an 8-year veteran 
with Inkster gave Yagilea a Breathalyz¬ 
er to apply a field sobriety test to Caleb. 
His testimony revealed that Caleb reg¬ 
istered a .23, a registration above the le¬ 
gal limit in Michigan. 

Further testimony revealed that 
Yagilea was in uniform and was in 
possession of an Inkster patrol unit. 
“When I’ arrived, the woman was sit¬ 
ting in her car seat with her feet and 
legs out into the street,” said Falken¬ 
stien. Officer Yagilea was talking to 
her.” Falkenstien noted the woman's 
glassy eyes, and the fact that he could 
smell intoxicants on her. “She failed 
the field sobriety test,” said Falkenstien. 

Placing her in the back of his patrol 
vehicle, Yagilea told Falkenstien that 
he could handle it from there. Making 
sure the scene was secure, Falkenstien 
left. Testimony also revealed that later 
that morning on shift change, Falken¬ 
stien saw Yagilea return to the station 
still in uniform 

Caleb, age 24, testified that she had 
been drinking. She also testified upon 
leaving the home of her grandfather in 
Dearborn, she stopped at the home of 
her daughter’s father to get some mon¬ 
ey. She drank a little more, and had 
sexual relations with the man. Pro¬ 
ceeding home, she was stopped by 
Yagilea. ‘1 was worried. 1 didn’t want 
to go back to jail,” said Caleb. 

Just a few days earlier, Caleb had 
been arrested by Romulus police for 
driving on a suspended license. “I told 
him I didn’t want to go to jail. He told 
me, don’t worry, I’ll take care of it, 
you’re not going to jail, you’re too pret¬ 


ty to go to jail ” 

Upon being placed in the patrol car, 
Caleb told the court that Yagilea ra¬ 
dioed into the station to get permission 
from his supervisor to take her home. 
“He told them that I was a pedestrian 
who had car trouble and that he wanted 
permission to take me home,” said 
Caleb. 

Caleb continued in testimony refer¬ 
ring to comments made by Yagilea as 
he drove her home. “He said he’s al¬ 
ways wanted to be with sexy choco¬ 
late, and he kept saying one good turn 
deserves another.” 

After arriving at the apartment of 
Caleb, Yagilea allegedly escorted the 
woman to her door. Opening the door, 
Caleb walked to her kitchen, turned on 
the light and went directly to her bed¬ 
room. “He followed me into my 
room,” said Caleb. “He unzipped his 
pants.” It was at that point Caleb 
reached into her purae and retrieved a 
condom. 

Questioned by prosecutors on 
whether she attempted to stop Yagilea, 
Caleb testified that she knew what he 
wanted, and believed he had every in¬ 
tention of getting it. She said she was¬ 
n’t afraid, but resigned, and allowed the 
officer to have sex with her. 

Calling her aunt as soon as he left, 
Caleb informed her what took place. 
Her aunt’s husband then called Romu¬ 
lus PD and several newspapers, and 
television media sources to report the 
incident “It wasn’t me, I don’t like the 
media,” said Caleb. “I was pretty 
much scared, and felt I had been taken 
advantage of, so my aunt and uncle

were taking care of me.” 

Prosecutor Maria Petito asked Oak¬ 
ley to bind over on facts on chaiges of 
conduct unbecoming an officer, how¬ 
ever, defense attorney Steven Bullock 
contented that the statute Yagilea was 
being chaiged under did not fit the of¬ 
fense, and that in fact, MCL 750.505 
was only recently adopted to cover 
bribe situations with police officers. 

Bullock offered two other statutes 
that could have been used to chaige the 
officer with which he believes cover 
misconduct in office, both of which are 
misdemeanors. “He was given per¬ 
mission to leave the city. What he did, 
was that neglect of duty, morally yes, 
but we’ve heard nothing that shows he 
neglected his duty,” said Bullock. 

Oakley while finding Bullock's ar¬ 
gument admirable found that the 
statute did support the charges, and 
bound Yagilea over. Bond will contin¬ 
ue until trial.

While the Inkster School District 
awaits word from Lansing on 
whether a finance manager will be 
assigned to handle the school dis¬ 
trict’s financial affairs, the board of 
education is busy finding replace¬ 
ments for seven educators who re¬ 
signed last month. 

Two of the seven educators were 
principals. 

According to school officials, 
Ralph Bland, who served as 
Blanchette Middle School’s princi¬ 
pal, and Judy D’Arcangelis, the 
principal at Baylor/Woodson, sub¬ 
mitted resignations which were ac¬ 
cepted by the board. 

The board also received resigna¬ 
tions from Lanette Devitt, the di¬ 
rector of Special Education; Aral 
Gribble, a teacher at Baylor/Wood¬ 
son; Crystal Firdson, a teacher at 
Inkster High School, and Elaine 
Daily, also a teacher at the high 
school. 

The school board is awaiting 
news from Lansing on whether Gov. 
John Engler will appoint a finance 
manager for the district. The school 
district has reached a crossroads 
with Edison Schools, a private 
management corporation based in 
New York which, in 2000, was 
awarded a five-year contract to run 
the district with a stipulation that it 
pay off the school district’s $1.2 mil¬ 
lion debt. 

During the past two-years, the 
two sides have levied allegations 
about contract violations. The 
bickering led to State Superinten¬ 
dent Tbm Watkins putting together 
a team to investigat. After a month¬ 
long study by a panel, the state su¬ 
perintendent met with the board 
and the citizens to announce find¬ 
ings and later warned the board 
that he would invoke PA 7, which 
would allow the governor to decide 
the fate of the district if the two par¬ 
ties did not resolve their differences. 

The future of the district is 
presently in the hands of the gover¬ 
nor.

Trains way 
back when

The railroad usually made or 
broke a community back in the 
19th and 20th centuries. 

And, it was no different here in 
Wayne. With the railroad came 
prosperity and people. And with 
the influx of people, changes came. 

The area of Nankin Township, 
known as Derby’s Corners or 
South Nankin, received its first 
railroad in 1938 - just a year after 
Michigan officially became a state 
and about 30 years before the Vil¬ 
lage of Wayne was incorporated. 

On June 29, 1832, the Detroit 
and St. Joseph Railroad was char¬ 
tered. By November of 1836the 
east-west rail from Detroit to Ypsi- 
lanti had been in operation and on 
March 20,1837, the Detroit and St. 
Joseph Railroad was purchased 
by the U. S. Government, and the 
name was changed to the Michi¬ 
gan Central Railroad. 

The rail that stopped at Der¬ 
by’s Comers was given the name 
“Wayne Station” by the Michigan 
Central Railroad. The railroad 
right of way ran through the 
Wayne Plat. Michigan Central 
Railroad also purchased from Mr. 
Brown and Captain Howard land 
to build a freight house and train 
station 

Would you also believe that the 
train from Detroit to Ypsilanti 
took about one hour and 40 min¬ 
utes to travel - a distance that cost 
the passenger $1.50. The first train 
trip was made on February 3,1883. 
The return trip to Detroit provid¬ 
ed ammunition for those skeptics 
that the iron horse would never re¬ 
place the horse because the train 
broke down in Dearborn and hors¬ 
es were brought in to take the en¬ 
gine to Detroit for repairs. 

But, the railroad was an asset 
to any community, as the train 
brought freight and gave the town 
a connection to the outside world.

And with the passengers, new 
businesses began to rise on the 
landscape. The “iron horse” was 
definitely a sign of progress. 

In April of 1871, two years after 
the Village of Wayne was incorpo¬ 
rated, the Holly, Wayne and Mon¬ 
roe lines were completed. The line 
inn north and south and reached 
Plymouth. By November of 
1871 the railroad also served 
Northville and became part of the 
Flint and Pere Marquette Rail¬ 
road. with tracks running in a 
north - south direction. The Flint- 
Pere Marquette Railroad would 
change its name at a later date to 
B & O Railroad - Baltimore and 
Ohio, and later it became known 
and the CSX Railroad. 

As planes and jets gave trains 
a run for their money, consolida¬ 
tion became a necessity for the 
railroad’s survival. The Michigan 
Central Railroad changed its 
name to the New York Central 
Railroad and in the 1970’s to the 
Penn Central Railroad, and then 
to Conrail. 

If one wished to make a trip to 
Plymouth or Northville from De¬ 
troit, a connection was made in 
Wayne for the trip north. Of 
course, this brought new business 
to Wayne. 

The railroad also needed the 
services of local blacksmiths for 
track repairs and called upon local 
farmers to provide wood for the 
engines. 

Tb accommodate the travelers, 
Wayne constructed a string of ho¬ 
tels strategically located on Michi¬ 
gan Avenue.

The juvenile was turned over to 
juvenile authorities for prosecution.

Archbold.

Thomas Charles Brymer who is ac¬ 
cused of stealing his next door 
neighbor’s wallet which contained 
$215 in cash. The incident occurred 
at the Aspen Apartments, 33100 
block of Michigan Avenue.

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SMAtlT threats are 
an insuif to voters 


The proliferation of attack ads this 
election season is growing old. The con¬ 
cept that “negative advertising” will 
boost an also-ran into contention has 
been around for a long while, but this 
year the “attack” ad is eveiywhere. 

One of the most inappropriate “nega¬ 
tive” ads I have seen in recent years, is 
the last minute blitz by SMART, claiming 
if we don’t vote “yes” for their ballot pro¬ 
posal, bus service will stop. This they 
claim will cause many hardworking peo¬ 
ple who rely on the service to lose their 
jobs. 

I am insulted by this ad campaign. For 
one, it was SMART representatives that 
made the critical decision to ask for near¬ 
ly double the amount of voter approved 
funding that they currently have. In this 
economic environment, asking for more 
money is gutsy. But asking for voters to 
reach in their wallets and pay twice as 
much is foolhardy. 

But even more crazy and disrespectful 
to the intellect of voters, was SMART’S 
decision to tie the increase to the renewal 
millage. In other words, voters have no 
choice to just renew what SMART al¬ 
ready has. They must vote for the in¬ 
crease if they are to vote “yes.” This is a 
tactic that many public school systems 
use to use, when they wanted an increase 
in their budget. Voters caught on to the 
ruse pretty quickly, and now, for the most 
part, the renewal and increase proposals 
are separate. 

Thus SMART has only themselves to 
blame if voters give them no money. You 
can’t be too greedy and expect voters to 
go along with it. Somehow, I believe, de¬ 
spite SMART’S claims there will be bus 
service. Yes, SMART will have to pare 
down their operations, but essential ser¬ 
vices will operate and few will lose their 
jobs because of it. 

I’m amused at the advertising Messrs. 
Blanchard and Bonior, and Ms. 
Granholm are throwing in front of our 
eyes. Blanchard and Bonior and their re¬ 
spective committees placed millions of 
dollars in negative advertising to cut into

were known, I can’t say whether the ad¬ 
vertising worked or not, but if weekend 
polls were any indication, the advertising 
failed miserably. 

I must comment on the John Dingell- 
Lynn Rivers contest. It is a shame that 
two candidates, although very different, 
were forced to run against each other. 
Somehow I wish Rivers could have been 
pitted against McCotter in a district that 
included Plymouth and Livonia. The fact 
that either Dingell or River will not be 
representing us in Washington is disturb¬ 
ing. 

We know Rivers well, because she has 
represented Western Wayne for eight 
years. Even though some of her political 
stances were far more liberal than the av¬ 
erage voter, most of us respected her be¬ 
cause she spent more time than any oth¬ 
er politician — state, federal, or even 
county, attending local events and talk¬ 
ing with local people. She is the epitomy 
of grassroots, and no one can fault her 
commitment to her job. 

Dingell on the other hand, fits in well 
with the conservative, blue collar crowd 
of Western Wayne, even though he is from 
downriver Trenton. However, what esca¬ 
lates him above anyone, is his year’s of 
experience and power he holds in Wash¬ 
ington. There is probably no one more 
powerful than Dingell in the House of 
Representatives, and to lose him would 
be catastrophic. 

I’ve gained even more respect for these 
two, however, after watching their cam¬ 
paigns closely. Each had the opportunity 
to lob negative campaign ads at the oth¬ 
er, and each refused to do it. One has lost 
because the didn’t pull the negative “trig¬ 
ger” but at least in my eyes, they have 
gained a whole lot of respect for keeping 
the campaign above board.

Engler’s veto of state shared 
revenue was ‘politics at its worst’ 


To the editor: 

Last Thursday Gov. Engler ve¬ 
toed $845 million appropriated for 
local revenue sharing by the legisla¬ 
ture in the budget for the 2002-2003 
year. 

Following very difficult negotia¬ 
tions to balance next years’ budget 
without cutting revenue sharing, I 
was both shocked and angered by 
these actions. 

In order to gain support for the 
cigarette tax increase, Gov. Engler 
assured the Republican and Demo¬ 
cratic leadership in both the House 
and Senate that he would not touch 
revenue sharing for the remainder 
of his term. 

His actions on Thursday have 
proven that he cannot be trusted. 
He continually holds local govern¬ 
ments in low regard. 

The Governor claims his veto 
was necessary due to the potential 
impact the three proposals will have 
on Michigan, if approved by the vot¬ 


ers in November. 

This is completely absurd. The 
most controversial of the three pro¬ 
posals shifts the tobacco settlement 
money from the current college 
scholarship program into a health¬ 
care-assistance program. 

The second proposal provides 
for a constitutionally-based collec¬ 
tive bargaining law that would in¬ 
clude binding arbitration for state 
employees in instances where labor 
and management cannot agree. 

The third, and final proposal, re¬ 
duces penalties for first-time drug 
offenders and requires drug treat¬ 
ment for anyone caught with drugs 
for personal use. 

None of these proposals affect 
revenue sharing. In reality, by shift¬ 
ing resources from prisons to treat¬ 
ment programs, the third proposal 
would actually save the state money. 

The governor’s veto is politics at 
its worst. Whatever the merits of the 
ballot proposals, local governments

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cannot control the state’s voters. 

Instead of threatening public 
safety by cutting funds for police of¬ 
ficers and firefighters, the governor 
should make his case against the 
proposals with the voters 

The legislature returns to session 
on Aug. 13. I want to assure our 
community that I will push to over¬ 
ride the Governor’s veto, but I need 
your help.

Pandering to the public school 
lobby set an all-time high in the run¬ 
up to Tuesday’s primaiy. 

‘Public money should go to pub¬ 
lic schools,” said senate candidate 
Eileen DeHart, a Westland Democ¬ 
rat. “I am a firm believer that we 
have great teachers, great school 
districts, and even greater stu¬ 
dents.” 

“I am for public schools and will 
not vote for more vouchers or char¬ 
ter schools for the rest of this ses¬ 
sion, no way,” said Rep. John Stew¬ 
art, R-Plymouth. “This is why 
[Wayne-Westland Superintendent] 
Baracy, who cannot and should not 
endorse, strongly recommended 
me. The Michigan Education Asso¬ 
ciation is behind me 100 percent, 
with two mailings going out. And 
Wayne-Westland teachers have en¬ 
dorsed me.” 

The pandering was so shameless 
that four gubernatorial candidates 
— James Blanchard, House Rep. 
David Bonior, Attorney General 
Jennifer Granholm, and state Sen. 
Joe Schwartz — supported Wayne 
County’s special education millage, 
a cause as unrelated to state busi¬ 
ness as it was necessary to woo the 


public school teacher, janitor, and 
crossing guard vc e. 

While the pandering probably 
served the candidates well with the 
school workers who dominate 
Michigan’s Democratic primaries 
(this was written before the results 
were in), the pandering had a nasty 
run-in with reality last weekend 
when USA Tbday hit the stands. 

‘“Excellent’ schools are failing,” a 
USA Today article by Karen 
Thomas and Anthony DeBarros, 
put Michigan atop the list of the U.S. 
Department of Education’s list of 
states with the most failing public 
schools. 

According to the department, 
the ten states with the most failing 
schools are Michigan, 1,513; Califor¬ 
nia, 1,009, Ohio, 760; Georgia, 625; 
New York, 529; Illinois, 435; Arizona, 
334; New Jersey, 274; Massachusetts, 
259; and Pennsylvania, 256. 

The Department started count¬ 
ing failing schools since January, 
when President George Bush’s edu¬ 
cation bill required states to list 
schools that don’t make acceptable 
progress in academics for two years 
in a row. 

Of the nation’s 8,652,17.5 percent 



are in Michigan, so the state domi¬ 
nates the nation’s failing-public- 
school industry as surely as it once 
ruled the nation’s automotive indus¬ 
try. 

With so many failing public 
schools, it’s no wonder that parents 
of children trapped in Michigan’s 
many failing public schools are 
clamoring for more charter schools, 
that Michigan leads the nation in 
charter schools, and that home¬ 
schooling is on the rise across the 
state. 

Of course, discussing the state’s 
failing public schools is taboo. If the 
public schools’ failure became 
known and understood, the public 
school constituency would become 
political baggage, and pandering 
politicians might have to sell out our 
kids to another special interest 
group.

He repeated this throughout the 
night, including patting the spot be¬ 
tween him and his brother when I 
tucked them in that night and 
added, “Daddy’s a little boy now.” 

They both appeared to be com¬ 
forted by Vinnie’s statement. 

At one point we realized that 
Kevin Jr. was worried because he 
had hidden one of his dad’s shirts 
when he overheard us discussing 
what clothes to take to the funeral 
home for Kevin to be laid out in. We 
had picked a suit but that wasn’t re¬ 
ally Kevin’s style, and Kevin Jr. want¬ 
ed his dad to wear the shirt he had 
hidden under a bed. 

He was unsure how to ask us, I 
guess. So he hid it and waited and 
mentioned it to me on the way to the 
funeral home the next day, but I did¬ 
n't understated what he was talking 
about. I thought he hid the shirt so 
he could keep it. 

As it turned out, Julie’s husband 
Steve had deckled to take that shirt 
on an impulse and what a relief we all 
felt when we realized that the hidden 
shirt Kevin Jr. was so worried about 
ended up being the same one Steve 
took on impulse and that what 
Kevin Jr. was trying so hard to ex¬ 
press was that he wanted his dad to

To these people I 
would like to say that although you 
may find this difficult to believe, we 
are not persecuting Emily. Whether 
you choose to believe us or not, we 
waited and based our opinion and 
feelings on the police report, the 
statements of witnesses, and the 
statements of the two police officers 
that came to my brothers’ house 
that night. 

As God is my witness, every one 
of us that was present that night 
when the police came to Kevin’s 
house, my dad, mom, sister, brother- 
in-law and myself; have managed to 
reserve our opinion of Emily until we 
had the facts. 

What’s more, the very next day 
my brother-in-law and mother hap¬ 
pened to be at the court when you 


dollars, or a portion of them, would 
be restored.

Emily, we were told you stayed by 
Kevin’s side, and someone even told 
us you may have given him comfort 
in his last moments. We have ques¬ 
tions and hope that in time you will 
find the strength to meet with a few 
of us so we may ask them. 

We also want you to know that if 
you were able to comfort Kevin in 
any way at the end, we thank you. 
The most important thing to us is 
that Kevin was not alone when he 
died. 

We are aware tliat you have been 
affected by watching a young man 
die before your eyes as a result of the 
choice you made. 

We would like the opportunity to 
help you get to know the Kevin we 


sharing 

should not continue to allow our 
agreement to be broken. Non-action 
will set a bad precedent for future 
legislatures.

A year older - and his game re¬ 
fined - McBeth played superlative 
golf on Saturday when he shot a 
two-over-par 74 - and came back on 
Sunday on a tortuous golf course 
to card a 73 - to win the 2002 City 
Championship by five strokes over 
perennial title challenger, Westland’s 
Mark Morton. 

It was McBeth’s second consecu¬ 
tive summer classic victory, and he 
rightfully claimed the coveted 
medalist trophy, plus the Open Divi¬ 
sion trophy, with a smile afid a com¬ 


ment : “It is always great to win.” 

No one could stop the young 
golfer from repeating.

“Although it was hot and 
humid on Sunday, I don’t think you 
could have found two days better 
suited to play than this weekend. All 
of those who participated said that 
they enjoyed the tournament and 
the competition.”
